THE DUG QUESTION 


A resident of the east end 


of the city writes the Bulletin in| 


no yery amiable mood complain- 
ing that he has been severely 
bitten by a dog and propounds 
the query as to whether the 
canine population of the city be 
not too numerous. 

The Bulletin is disposed to 
agree that the number of dogs in 
the city is somewhat in excess of 
the requirements of the case. 
The trouble is an old one and 
has been the subject of serious 
consideration public and private 
in years gone by. The fact is 
that the number and variety of 
its dogs has for many years been 
a distinctive characteristic of the 
city. Some time since the sup- 
ply was considered to exceed 
legitimate demand for watch dogs 
and pets and an attempt was 
made to reduce the surplus by 
the imposition of a fairly high 
dog tax with a proviso attached 
that sudden extinction should 
befall any resident puppy whose 
collar was not ornamented with 
-a city tag by a certain fixed date. 
The tax was the means of ascer- 
taining the ownership of a large 
number of dogs and putting a 
considerable sum into the muni- 
cipal treasury. but when the 
chief of police was sent gunning 
for the unlicensed and vagrant 
along the streets and alleys of 
the town the feelings of the mer- 
ciful were stirred and many and 
caustic were the opinions of the 
legislative wisdom of the council 
and the marksmanship of the 
chief. The arrangement was 
found satisfactory neither to the 
the council, the chief, the public 
nor the dogs. 

This scheme was abandoned and 
a dog pound established on the 
corner of First street and Na- 
mao avenue, where the scaveng- 
er Was instructed to convey all 
vagrant poodles captured within 
the city limits. Armed with a 
Jassoo and a hen-coop this gen- 
tleman began his labors and 
after a few days success had so 
crowned his efforts that the 
pound was filled with a score of 
howling, fighting canines of all 
ages, sizes, nationalities and
